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The  History  and  Genealogy  of  the  Fix  Family  in  America 

The  earliest  of  the  Fix  ancestors  known  to  the  present  generation  as 
recorded  in  Berks  Co.,  Pennsylvania.  If  we  should  go  back  farther  in 
point  of  time  and  history  than  our  emigrant  Lawrence  Ficks  or  Lorentz 
Fix,  who  died  prior  to  June  2,  1777  and  his  son  Lorentz  Fix  Jr.  (Yeoman) 
born  October  10,  1759  at  Reading,  Pennsylvania  and  died  November  11, 
1822,  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  try  to  reconstruct  their 
parents'  biography,  we  would  be  delving  into  the  realms  of  imagination. 
Traditions  indicate  of  Holland  descent,  the  names  are  often  changed 
in  the  spelling  but  records  and  dates  prove  the  lineage.  So  it  is  only  fitting 
that  these  namesakes  that  represent  our  heritage  be  preserved,  com¬ 
memorated  and  dedicated  to  the  knowledge  and  inspiration  of  our  younger 
generation,  a  benediction,  as  many  descendants  have  little  or  no  knowl¬ 
edge  of  their  ancestors. 

In  securing  and  arranging  the  data,  and  classifying  into  chronological 
form,  it  has  required  much  time  as  data  was  obtained  from  Court  Records, 
family  Bibles,  monuments  and  a  host  of  descendants  that  so  willingly 
responded  in  the  success  of  compiling  as  accurate  and  authentic  a  record 
as  possible  for  edition  of  this  booklet.  Some  may  not  be  completed  as  un¬ 
able  to  secure  data.  Though  life's  span  may  be  brief,  the  family  name 
bids  fair  to  go  on  forever. 

I.  Lawrence  Ficks,  of  Reading,  Pennsylvania  and  his  wife  Catharine 
on  July  26,  1762  sell  to  John  Collier  (Taylor)  land  in  Reading  for  the 
sum  of  90  pounds.  This  land  was  purchased  from  Joseph  Shoman  and 
Anne  Maria  his  wife,  by  Lawrence  Fix  (Cooper)  on  January  4,  1757. 
Deeds  —  Vol.  A3-page  64. 

Letters  of  administration  are  issued  to  Catharine  Fix,  widow  of 
Lorentz  Fix  on  June  2,  1777.  Vol.  3-page  194.  Lawrence  Ficks  or  Lorentz 
Fix  died  prior  to  June  2,  1777  leaving  widow  Catharine  (Stull)  Fix,  born 
1728  and  died  September  12,  1814,  Reading  Pennsylvania  at  the  age  of 
86  years,  seven  months,  two  days,  and  six  children  all  minors:  Lawrence 
Jr.,  Magdalene,  Margaret,  Anne,  Maria  and  George.  The  son,  Lawrence 
of  the  said  intestate  presented  his  petition  to  Orphans  Court  September 
4,  1793  for  his  father's  estate,  this  land  the  elder  Lawrence  Ficks  (De¬ 
ceased)  did  purchase  August  11,  1764  from  Henry  Harrison,  David  Frank 
and  James  Young.  Deeds  —  Vol.  26-page  91. 

The  son  George  was  a  clock-maker,  late  of  Reading,  Pennsylvania. 
Letters  of  administration  are  issued  to  his  son  Joseph,  a  clock-maker  on 
February  9,  1842.  Vol  —  13-page  178. 

II.  Lawrence  Fix  Jr.,  (Revolutionary  War)  born  October  10,  1759  at 
Reading,  Pennsylvania  (Yeoman)  and  Magdalena  his  wife  sell  to  Ester 
High  for  the  sum  of  475  pounds,  land  in  Reading  on  June  9,  1812,  it  being 
land  the  elder  Lawrence  Fix  (Ficks)  deceased  did  purchase  August  11, 
1764  from  Henry  Harrison,  David  Frank  and  James  Young.  Lawrence  Jr. 
of  Reading  whose  will  was  written  January  14,  1811  and  probated  Novem¬ 
ber  11,  1822  mentions  his  wife  Magdalena  (Schreffler)  Fix,  born  March 
1,  1761  and  died  January  20,  1835  and  the  following  children:  Jacob,  born 
July  8,  1782,  Daniel,  John,  Micheal,  Samuel,  Magdalena  wife  of  Jacob 
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Harvey,  Elizabeth  wife  of  Fred  Rapp,  Catharine  and  Margaret.  The  son 
Jacob  is  named  Executor.  Registers  Office,  November  11,  1822.  Letters 
of  testamentary  on  the  last  will  of  Lorentz  Fix  (Yeoman)  were  granted 
unto  Jacob,  a  son  and  Executor. 

Revolutionary  War  Record-Lorentz  Fix,  of  Reading,  Pennsylvania, 
is  noted  as  having  guarded  prisoners  of  war  1781,  in  Lt.  Philip  Miller’s 
Co.,  6th  Battalion,  Berks  County  Militia,  who  was  born  October  10,  1759 
and  died  November  11,  1822,  buried  at  Trinity.  Sixty-three  years  of  age. 
—  Reference,  National  Genealogical  Quarterly  XII,  No.  I,  furnished  by 
the  Historical  Society  of  Berks  Co.,  Pennsylvania.  His  wife,  Magdalena 
born  March  1,  1761  who  died  January  20,  1835  was  buried  in  Garber-Fix 
burying  ground  near  Bingaman  Street  Bridge,  Reading,  Pennsylvania. 

The  1790  Census  of  Berks  Co.,  Pennsyvania  list  the  following  under 
the  age  of  sixteen :  Lorentz  Fix,  and  wife  with  six  children  —  three  male 
and  three  female. 

III.  Jacob  Fix,  born  July  8,  1782  in  Berks  Co.,  Pennsylvania,  Executor 
of  the  last  will  of  Lorentz  Fix  (Revolutionary  War)  late  of  Reading,  sell 
land  to  Jacob  Schwemler  and  George  Frill  for  $1,880.00  in  Reading,  con¬ 
taining  three  acres  on  April  2,  1836.  Deeds  —  Vol.  44-page  48.  Jacob 
first  maried  to  Sarah  Strohecker,  born  April  13,  1785  and  died  October  2, 
1826.  To  this  union  were  born  twelve  children:  John,  Jacob,  Daniel,  Maria 
Rebecca,  Elizabeth,  Jacob  (note  on  following  page  of  children),  MicheM, 
Sarah,  Margaret,  Charles,  Reuben  and  Lawrence.  Jacob  married  secondly 
in  1830  to  Sarah  (Smaltz)  Kissinger,  born  April,  1786  and  died  April,  1879, 
a  widow  of  Samuel  Kissinger,  having  one  daughter  Mary  Kissinger,  who 
married  Micheal  Fix,  a  son  of  Jacob  by  his  first  marriage  to  Sarah 
(Strohecker)  Fix.  To  this  union  were  born  four  children:  Sebastian, 
William,  Samuel  and  Catharine.  Jacob  died  in  1838.  He  and  his  first  wife 

I  are  buried  on  one  lot  and  his  second  wife  buried  Anril,  1879  on  the  lot  of 
her  son  William  in  Aulenbacks  Cemetery,  Reading,  Pennsylvania. 

Orphan  Court  Record,  August  10,  1839,  Vol.  12-page  468. 

Charles  Fix,  born  July  3,  1820,  son  of  Jacob  Fix,  deceased,  a  minor  above 
the  age  of  fourteen  asks  the  court  to  appoint  a  guardian.  Reuben  and 
Lawrence,  sons  of  Jacob  Fix  deceased,  also  asks  the  court  to  appoint  a 
guardian  for  them.  The  three  sons  being  minors  by  first  wife. 

On  Nov.,  25,  1879,  Assignment  of  Dower  —  Deeds  —  Vol.,  24,  page  160 
Between  the  heirs  and  representatives  of  Jacob  Fix.  formerlv  of  Alsace 
Township,  Berks  Co.,  (deceased)  and  James  Millholland  of  Cumberland, 
Allegheny  Co.,  Maryland.  The  said  Jacob  died  intestate  in  1838  and  had 
land  in  Cumru  Township,  containing  53  acres,  he  left  a  widow  Sarah,  and 
John,  Daniel,  Mary  (Fix)  Seiders,  Elizabeth  (Fix)  Hemming,  Jacob, 
Micheal,  Sarah  (Fix)  Ehrgood,  Margaret  (Fix)  Leyerberg,  and  seven 
minors,  Charles,  Reuben,  Lawrence,  Sebastian.  William,  Samuel,  and 
Catharine  of  whom  George  E.  Kein  was  appointed  guardian.  This  land 
was  sold  bv  Sarah  in  1844.  with  the  interest  going  to  Sarah  —  she  is  now 
deceased  Nov.  26.  1879.  and  the  principal  is  to  be  paid  to  the  heirs  of 
Jacob  —  $749.00.  Sarah  lived  to  be  eighty-three  years  of  age.

1.  John  Strohecker  Fix,  born  April  8,  1804,  died  March  3,  1851.  Married 
Aug.  13,  1824  to  Elizabeth  Machamer  who  died  on  Nov.  8,  1826.  He  re¬ 
married  on  July  16,  1831,  to  Harriett  Hoerner,  born  August  17,  1811, 
and  died  August  21,  1859.  Both  are  buried  in  Aulenback’s  Cemetery, 
Reading,  Pennsylvania. 

2.  Jacob  Strohecker  Fix,  born  Oct.  26,  1805,  and  died  Jan.  1,  1807. 

3.  Daniel  Fix,  born  Oct.  27,  1807,  at  Reading,  and  died  Nov.  30,  1880, 
at  Volland,  Kansas.  Married  Nov.  20,  1831,  to  Maria  Wolfinger,  who 
died  1835,  in  Reading,  Pennsylvania  at  the  age  of  twenty-eight  years.  J 

4.  Maria  Rebecca  Fix,  born  Aug.  1,  1808,  died  in  1894.  Married  George  s 
Seiders,  born  1814  and  died  in  1888.  Both  are  buried  in  Charles  Evan’s  # 
Cemetery,  Reading,  Pennsylvania. 

5.  Elizabeth  Fix,  born  April  1811,  and  died  August  27,  1896.  Married 

to  John  Hemming,  born  1796,  and  died  1873.  Both  are  buried  in  Aulun- 
back’s  Cemetery,  Reading,  Pennsylvania.  1 

6.  Jacob  Fix,  born  1813,  at  Reading,  Pennsylvania.  Married  September 
2,  1838,  to  Mary  Boyer,  born  November  20,  1820,  died  December  22,  1889. 
They  migrated  to  Warren  County,  Indiana,  near  Attica,  where  they 
both  died 

7.  Micheal  Fix,  born  December  18,  1814,  at  Reading,  Pennsylvania.  Died 
September  4,  1869,  at  Volland,  Kansas.  Married  Mary  Kissinger,  born  , 
October  12,  1817,  died  November  30,  1890,  daughter  of  Sarah  (Smaltz) 
and  Samuel  Kissinger,  born  1791,  and  died  1826.  Then  Sarah  remarried 
Jacob  Fix,  after  the  death  of  first  wife,  and  mother  of  Micheal  Fix. 

8.  Sarah  Fix,  born  March  10,  1817,  died  March,  1892,  at  Dayton,  Ohio.  ! 

Married  July  27,  1834,  to  Henry  Ehrgood.  ' 

9.  Margaret  Fix,  born  March  5,  1819.  Married  to  Leyenberger,  lived  and 
died  in  Newark,  New  Jersey. 

10.  Charles  Fix,  born  July  3,  1820,  at  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  died  Janu-  j 
ary  4,  1909.  Married  December  25,  1845,  to  Susanna  (Leininger).  j 
Migrated  March  8,  1855  to  Locust  Grove,  Prairie  Township,  Warren 
County,  Indiana.  Both  are  buried  in  Locust  Grove  Cemetery. 

11.  Reuben  Fix,  born  1822,  died  May  17,  1882,  in  Michigan.  Married 
December  17,  1848,  to  Sarah  Jane  Clark  of  Philadelphia,  Penn. 

12.  Lawrence  Fix,  born  1825,  died  December  20,  1876,  at  East  St.  Louis, 
Missouri.  Married  August  20,  1846,  to  Lydia  Kirby. 

13.  Sebastian  Fix,  born  January  20,  1830,  died  December  1920.  Married 
J  yd  ja  Ann  Larch,  born  June  20,  1830,  died  March  11,  1911.  Both  are 
buried  in  Locust  Grove  Cemetery,  Warren  Co.,  Indiana. 

14.  William  Fix,  born  1833,  died  in  1908.  Marreid  first  to  Mary  Wunder, 
and  secondly  to  Amelia  Pritz.  Both  are  buried  in  Aulenback’s  Cemetery, 
Reading,  Pennsylvania. 
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15.  Samual  Fix,  born  1835,  and  was  killed  in  the  Civil  War.  His  body 
was  never  recovered. 

16.  Catharine  Fix,  born  September  3,  1837,  died  August,  1900.  Married 
October  17,  1857,  to  William  Mohr,  born  May  13,  1838,  died  January  28, 
1872.  Both  are  buried  in  the  Charles  Evans,  Cemetery,  Reading,  Pa. 

The  Fix  exodus  from  Berk’s  Co.,  Pennsylvania  to  Indiana,  then  farther 
West,  began  with  Charles  and  Susanna  (Leininger)  Fix  on  March  8,  1855. 
His  brothers  Daniel,  Jacob,  Micheal,  and  half-brother  Sebastian,  with 
their  families  pioneered  later  in  same  year  or  1856  to  this  new  prairie, 
land  of  opportunity.  Micheal  and  wife  Mary,  with  son  Robert,  and  wife 
Rebecca  (Larch)  Fix,  with  the  pioneer  urge,  moved  on  west  to  Volland, 
Kansas,  the  present  Fix  Homestead,  leaving  his  daughter,  Cinderella, 
married  in  1856,  Warren  Co.,  to  William  Harrison  Larch,  who  remained 
in  this  vicinity  and  reared  a  large  family.  Daniel  Fix,  a  widower,  whose 
wife  died  in  Reading,  also  pioneered  to  Volland,  leaving  a  son  Daniel 
Jacob  and  wife  Louise  (Ungerer)  Fix,  to  rear  3  children  in  Warren  Co. 

The  above  research  was  collected  and  compiled  from  records  at  the 
Berk’s  Co.,  Court  House  and  Historical  Society  of  Reading,  Pennsylvania, 
by  Goldie  (Fix)  Stokes,  of  Hoopeston,  Illinois.

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CHARLES  FIX  (1820) 

and  his  Descendants 

10.  Charles  Fix,  born  July  3,  1820  at  Reading,  Berks  Co.  Pennsylvania 
the  10th  child  of  Jacob  and  Sarah  (Strohecker)  Fix.  He  died  January  4, 
1909  on  their  farm  near  Locust  Grove,  Warren  County,  Indiana;  buried 
at  Locust  Grove  Cemetery.  Married  December  25,  1845  to  Susanna  Lein- 
inger,  (born  February  2,  1825)  by  Rev.  Miller  of  Lutheran  Church,  Read¬ 
ing,  Pennsylvania,  a  daughter  of  Daniel,  born  February  27,  1780  Berks 
Co.  and  Hannah  (Texter)  Leininger  of  Berks  Co.,  Spring  Twp.  Pennsylvani 
a.  Daniel  died  August  29,  1868,  he  was  the  son  of  the  emigrant  Johann 
Jacob  Leininger  to  America  on  ship  Phoenix  1750,  and  settled  in  Heidel¬ 
berg  Twp.  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania.  These  ancestors  of  Susanna 
(Leininger)  Fix  will  be  entered  in  book  also  for  the  completion  of  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War  Records  of  this  union  and  benefit  of  these  descendants. 
Susanna  Fix,  died  September  28,  1909  on  their  farm  near  Locust  Grove 
and  buried  beside  her  husband  who  passed  away  in  the  same  year.  Tradi¬ 
tions  and  evidence  indicate  the  Hollandish  descent,  as  also  they  possessed 
several  German  Bibles  and  spoke  the  German  language.  They  were  of 
the  Lutheran  Faith  and  both  baptized  in  their  youth  at  Reading,  of 
sturdy  pioneer  stock,  a  sufficient  commentary  upon  their  physical  herit¬ 
age  is  of  a  long  life  and  nature  lavished  her  strength  upon  these  sons  and 
daughters  of  nioneer  days,  maHno*  them  eonal  to  the  tas1^  that,  proved 
the  strength  that  led  them  in  the  direction  of  prosperity. 

Thev  migrated  to  Warren  Countv.  Prairie  Township,  Indiana,  March  8, 
1855  with  two  small  sons,  Cyrus,  age  7,  and  Charles  L..  age  2  years,  to  the 
home  of  their  good  friends  John  V.  High  and  family  who  had  entered  land 
from  the  e-overnmert  about  1850.  Thev  came  by  rail  to  with-in  20  miles 
of  Lafayette,  Indiana,  and  then  compelled  to  take  a  stage  coach  to  Lafay¬ 
ette,  from  there  to  Williamsport  by  boat  on  the  Wabash  River,  then  in  a 
wagon  to  their  new  home  16  miles  from  Williamsport  near  Locust  Grove, 
Warren  County,  Indiana.  Purchased  land  entered  by  John  V.  High  at  $1.75 
an  acre  that  was  to  be  their  home  during  their  life  time.  The  following  year, 
March  4,  1856.  Charles  Fix  of  Warren  Co.  Indiana  and  Susan  his  wife  sell  to 
George  Heine  of  Reading,  Pennsylvania  for  $1200  a  two  story  house  on 
Neversink  Road,  Road,  Reading,  known  as  the  Lutz  property  from  the  Reah 
Gilson  estate.  (Volume  64  —  page  271  Deeds.) 

In  this  new  land  their  first  home  was  very  primitive,  as  their  family 
grew,  making  it  necessary  to  build  a  new  home  in  addition  and  separate 
from  the  one  room  with  a  huge  Dutch  fireplace  or  oven  used  for  cooking 
and  one  upper  sleeping  room.  This  also  through  their  years  was  used  as 
the  summer  kitchen,  bringing  food  back  and  forth  into  new  home.  Having 
been  successful  farmers  this  home  was  erected  in  1862.  The  exact  date  is 
not  known  only  as  the  present  owner,  Robert  Dysert  having  remodeled  the 
homestead,  replaced  some  of  the  original  windows,  bearing  the  date  1862. 


Charles  devotion  to  his  companion  was  never  more  fitting  than  on 
their  wedding  day  when  he  presented  his  bride  Susan  with  a  beautiful 
set  of  pierced  gold  earrings,  which  she  wore  until  her  death,  quite  worn  | 
but  a  symbol  of  64  years  of  companionship.  In  the  latter  days  of  his  life,  ; 
the  resting  in  his  favorite  chair,  strolling  out  across  the  farm,  viewing 
the  green  grass  of  his  well  kept  yard,  sitting  in  the  presense  of  her  who 
above  all  others  had  been  the  inspiration  of  his  venture  into  a  new  life 
at  farming.  She  who  walked  so  courageously  beside  him,  leading  the 
horses  as  he  followed  the  plow  and  contributed  to  the  success  of  a  happy,  1 
prosperous  long  life. 

In  the  year  of  December  15,  1895,  they  celebrated  their  Golden  Wed-  ;| 
ding  Anniversary  on  Christmas  Day  at  their  farm  home.  About  75  relatives  • 
and  friends  assembled  to  honor  the  happy  couple.  At  12  o’clock  high  noon  \ 
an  elegant  dinner  was  served,  the  guests  were  called  to  the  dining-room 
where  the  long  table  was  laden  with  all  the  well  prepared  foods  the  appetite 
could  desire.  A  Prayer  of  Thanks  was  offered.  Retiring  to  the  parlor  to  *r 
listen  to  sweet  and  pleasant  music  render  by  Miss  Bonnie  Ward  of  Attica,  j 
Indiana  (a  school  teacher)  on  the  organ  and  son,  Isaac,  on  the  violin  and  ; 
guitar,  which  made  the  old  folks  feel  they  were  living  their  young  days 
over  and  made  the  bloom  of  youth  return  to  their  faces.  Many  handsome 
and  useful  gifts  were  received  from  the  guests.  Eleven  years  later  they 
celebrated  their  sixty-first  Wedding  Anniversary  on  December  25,  1906.  ‘ 
Health  failing,  their  latter  years  were  made  comfortable  and  given  tender  [ 
care  by  their  daughter  Mary.  At  his  death  she  said  “When  a  man  lives 
to  be  89  years  of  age  and  his  wife  84,  they  cannot  be  separated  for  long  i 
even  by  death.”  Truly  a  devoted  believer  in  immortality.

6.  Sarah  Ann  Fix,  born  September  1,  1856,  Locust  Grove,  Warren 
County,  Indiana.  Died,  September  17,  1937  at  Galveston,  Indiana.  81 
years  16  days. 

7.  Jackson  L.  Fix,  born  January  8,  1860,  Locust  Grove,  Warren  County, 
Indiana,  died  April  12,  1935  at  Boswell,  Indiana.  75  years,  3  months,  4 
days. 

8.  Ezra  L.  Fix,  born  August  27,  1862,  Locust  Grove,  Warren  County, 
Indiana,  died  May  15,  1951  at  Brandenton,  Florida.  88  years,  1  month 
18  days. 

9.  Isaac  L.  Fix,  born  June  11,  1865,  Locust  Grove,  Warren  County, 
Indiana.  Died  January  4,  1938  at  Elwood,  Indiana.  72  years,  7  months, 
22  days. 

10.  Mary  Catharine  Fix,  born  February  16,  1869,  at  Locust  Grove,  War¬ 
ren  Co.,  Indiana,  died  November  16,  1958.  Married  March  1,  1893,  to 
Albert  W.  Hickman,  born  October  24,  1862,  a  son  of  John  and  Mariah 
(Kochel)  Hickman  of  Rainsville,  Indiana. 

11.  An  infant  son  born  prematurely.

II  Cyrus  L.  Fix,  born  May  19,  1848  at  Berks  Co.,  Reading  Pa.  the 
second  son  of  Charles  and  Susanna  (Leininger)  Fix.  Died  June  7,  1917 
and  was  buried  at  Lone  Wolf,  Arkansas.  As  an  infant  he  was  baptized 
in  the  Lutheran  Church.  He  came  with  his  parents  and  younger  brother 
Charles  to  Warren  Co.,  Indiana,  near  Locust  Grove  on  March  8,  1855  when 
about  seven  years  of  age.  In  his  early  life  he  helped  his  father  on  the  farm, 
then  married  and  farmed  for  himself  until  the  death  of  his  first  wife. 
Left  with  five  children,  he  removed  to  Oklahoma  taking  the  four  oldest, 
and  leaving  Lilly,  the  younger  child  about  two  years  old  with  his  parents. 
He  became  a  barber  at  Lawton  where  his  brother  Charles  visited  him  a 
few  years  later.  He  was  married  three  times,  having  ten  children.  First 
marriage  June  23,  1871  to  Susan  Gregory  of  Warren  Co.,  Indiana,  who 
died  in  the  year  of  1885  and  is  buried  in  cemetery  at  Rossville,  Illinois.

VI  Sarah  Ann  (Fix)  Fisher  born  September  1,  1856  near  Locust 
Grove,  Warren  County,  Indiana,  a  daughter  of  Charles  and  Susanna 
(Leininger)  Fix.  As  an  infant  she  was  baptized  in  the  Lutheran  Faith. 
Married  April  9,  1876  at  Williamsport,  Indiana  by  Rev.  Ezra  Covey,  an  i 
ordained  Baptist  minister  and  Justice  of  Peace  to  Harvey  Allen  Fisher,  . 
born  January  31,  1855,  a  son  of  James  and  Ann  (French)  Fisher  of  War-  j 
ren  County,  Indiana.  Died  September  17,  1937  at  Galveston,  Indiana  and  j 
buried  beside  her  husband  who  died  July  21,  1919.  Autobiography: 

My  ancestors  were  of  Dutch  lineage  who  came  from  Holland  and  [ 
settled  in  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania  where  my  parents  were  born,  * 
My  mother,  Susan  Leininger,  who  was  the  oldest  of  seven  living  children,  : 1 
was  born  Feb.  2,  1825.  Her  four  sisters  were  named  —  Sarah,  Ann,  Mary  ; 
and  Cathryn ;  hence  the  names  of  my  only  sister  and  myself. 

I  know  very  little  about  my  father’s  ancestry.  Charles  Fix  and  my 
mother  were  married  on  Christmas  day,  1845.  On  March  8th,  1855,  they 
left  their  home  in  Pennsylvania  and  with  their  two  boys,  Cyrus  and 
Charles,  they  traveled  by  rail  to  within  twenty  miles  of  Lafayette,  Indiana,  t 
The  twenty  miles  was  made  in  a  stagecoach  and  from  Lafayette  to  Will-  : 
iamsport  by  boat  on  the  Wabash  River.  The  remaining  sixteen  miles  to  ‘! 
their  prairie  home  was  made  by  a  horse  and  wagon. 

I  was  the  first  child  born  to  them  in  Indiana  and  also  the  first  daugh-  j 
ter.  There  were  eleven  children  in  all,  four  having  died  in  infancy.  The 
others  who  came  after  me  were:  Jackson,  Ezra,  Isaac  and  Mary  Cathryn. 

Our  first  home  was  very  primitive  as  were  most  of  the  pioneer  homes. 
Later,  my  folks  having  been  successful  farmers,  we  afforded  a  modern 
and  more  comfortable  home. 

At  an  early  age,  I  was  taught  to  do  many  household  duties  and  also  ? 
farm  chores  as  well  as  helping  to  care  for  my  younger  brothers  and  sister.  I 
My  opportunities  for  an  education  at  the  little  red  school  house  were  very 
few  and  far  between  but  with  a  yearning  for  knowledge.  I  gathered  gems  ) 
of  learning  from  various  sources  including  my  own  children  during  their 
schooling  years.  Later,  I  had  more  time  to  read  and  enjoy  good  books 
and  also  to  study  and  enjoy  the  Bible  more  fully. 

My  mother  belonged  to  the  Lutheran  Church  where  some  of  us  chil¬ 
dren  were  christened  and  atttended  occasionally.  As  I  grew  into  young 
womanhood,  I  attended  an  occasional  Church  social  or  neighborhood  party 
with  some  of  my  brothers  as  escorts.  At  one  of  these  parties,  I  met  a  young 
man  who  became  interested  in  me  and  as  my  folks  did  not  permit  me  to 
have  company  —  even  at  the  age  of  nineteen,  I  decided  to  work  out  and 
earn  some  money  as  well  as  have  an  opportunity  to  have  more  social  life. 

It  was  while  working  at  the  Jerry  Crab  home,  a  few  miles  from  our 
farm,  that  Harve  (Harvey  Allen  Fisher)  would  slip  around  and  court 
me.  He  seemed  to  be  a  very  promising  and  sincere  young  man  and  I 
guess  we  might  have  been  considered  to  be  in  love.  He  was  twenty-one  on 
January  31,  1876  and  I  would  be  twenty  the  following  September  1st. 
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One  Saturday  afternoon  Harve  came  over  and  asked  me  to  marry 
him  and  I  told  him  that  I  would,  so  he  and  Mr.  Crab  rode  their  horses  to 
Williamsport,  the  county  seat,  and  got  the  license.  Meantime,  I  went  to 
my  home  and  got  my  best  clothes,  pretending  that  I  was  going  to  Church 
the  next  day. 

It  was  a  nice  Sunday  on  April  9th,  1876  when  I  dressed  up  in  my  brown 
basque  and  overskirt,  primped  myself  to  look  my  best  and  was  all  ready 
after  dinner  when  Harve  arrived  on  his  horse  and  leading  another  horse 
with  side-saddle  which  he  had  borrowed  for  the  occasion.  Several  of  our 
friends  and  a  cousin  of  mine,  Jake  Fix,  met  us  at  the  home  of  the  Justice 
of  the  Peace  about  three  o’clock  and  witnessed  the  ceremony  that  began 
our  forty-three  years  of  wedded  life  together. 

Cousin  Jake  reported  our  elopement  to  my  folks  at  home  who  were 
very  angry  over  the  affair  —  but  after  a  week  or  so,  mother  sent  word 
for  me  to  come  home  as  they  wanted  to  help  us  get  started  to  housekeeping. 
We  were  staying  at  the  home  of  Harve’s  uncle  Dick  Cooley  at  this  time. 
The  news  that  my  folks  had  softened  their  feelings  toward  us  made  us 
very  happy  and  we  lost  no  time  in  going  to  them  for  their  blessing. 
They  gave  us  a  bed  with  straw  and  feather  mattresses,  12  nice  hens, 
lots  of  home  made  soap,  dishes  and  other  household  necessities.  Also  garden 
seed  for  it  was  garden  planting  time  in  Indiana. 

Harve’s  oldest  brother,  Benford  and  wife,  Lidia,  let  us  live  in  one  half 
of  their  home  which  was  known  as  the  old  Community  Farm.  We  soon 
were  all  set  up  for  housekeeping.  Harve  made  another  bed  for  our  spare 
room  also  a  table,  dish  cupboard  and  various  needed  pieces  of  furniture. 
They  were  rather  crude  but  served  our  purpose  and  so  it  was  that  we 
worked  together  and  saved  toward  that  future  day  when  we  could  have  a 
desirable  home  of  our  own,  Little  did  we  know  then  of  the  hardships  we 
would  have  to  encounter  before  that  dream  would  be  realized. 

It  was  at  this  Community  Farm  home  that  our  first  child,  Rosa  Ellen 
was  born  on  March  4,  1878.  Life  did  not  exist  for  her  and  so  the  next 
year  on  March  13th  another  daughter  arrived  whom  we  named  Lida  Ann. 
In  the  meantime,  we  had  moved  into  a  big  red  brick  house  near  Attica 
in  Warren  County.  From  there  we  moved  into  another  brick  house  on  the 
banks  of  the  Wabash  river.  It  was  here  that  our  first  son  was  born  on 
August  1,  1880.  We  named  him  Ezra  Covey  for  a  brother  of  mine  and 
a  very  dear  old  minister,  Mr.  Covey.  We  had  named  Lida  for  Harve’s 
oldest  sister  and  his  mother,  Ann  French  Fisher  who  died  when  he  was 
nine  years  old.  Ann  also  was  my  middle  name. 

Possessing  the  pioneer  spirit  of  our  forefathers,  we  listened  to  the  call 
of  the  West  and  when  Covey  was  15  months  old,  we  traveled  in  a  covered 
wagon  to  Greenwood  County,  Kansas  near  Madison.  We  even  took  our 
cow  tied  on  behind  the  wagon  and  always  had  fresh  milk  for  the  children. 
After  nine  months  there,  we  moved  on  to  Valley  County,  Nebraska  near 
Ord.  Here  we  lived  in  a  dug-out. 

In  May  of  1882,  Harve  got  sick,  homesick,  and  discouraged  with  try¬ 
ing  to  establish  a  home  out  there  among  peoples  of  foreign  nationalities 
so  in  August  we  moved  back  to  Indiana  and  lived  for  awhile  in  the  home 
of  Harve’s  sister  Lida,  who  was  Mrs.  Robertson  then.  Harve  worked  on 
the  farm  of  his  aunt  Lyde  whose  right  name  was  Eliza  Ann.  She  was  the 
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sister  of  his  father  and  also  the  wife  of  his  mother’s  brother,  Ralph  French. 
This  double  relationship  made  them  very  close  in  family  ties  and  also  in 
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sympathetic  understanding. 

In  September,  a  small  home  was  furnished  near  the  French  farm  and 
we  moved  in.  It  was  here  on  January  8th,  1883  that  our  next  son  was 
born.  We  named  him  Charles  Montgomery.  Charles  for  my  father  and 
also  a  brother  and  Montgomery  was  the  name  of  Harve’s  paternal  grand-  f 
mother  and  the  middle  name  of  his  brother  who  was  known  as  “Gum.”  j 
This  was  a  very  cold  winter  and  the  little  frame  house  with  strips  of  batting  J 
didn’t  furnish  much  protection  from  the  howling  winds  and  snow.  As  j 
soon  as  I  was  able,  we  moved  into  the  home  of  Harve’s  grandparents,  j 
John  B.  and  Abigal  Montgomery  Fisher  who  lived  a  short  distance  from  I 
us.  This  community  was  known  as  Kappa  and  about  ten  miles  south  of 


Kokomo. 

The  next  year  in  1884,  we  moved  back  to  Warren  County  to  the  farm 
known  as  the  Katy  Crab  farm  which  was  a  short  distance  from  both 
our  parents.  Harve’s  oldest  brother,  John  Benford  and  family  were  living 
in  Nebraska.  Gum  was  married  about  this  time  and  the  lure  of  the  West 
possessed  him  and  his  bride  and  the  spirit  passed  on  to  us  again  and  we 
decided  to  go  with  them  and  try  Nebraska  this  time.  Harve  rode  the  im¬ 
migrant  car  with  our  household  goods,  farming  tools  and  livestock  and  the 
rest  of  us  rode  in  the  train  coach.  This  was  quite  a  treat  in  those  days  even 
though  the  coaches  were  crude  and  we  got  soot  black  from  the  engine 
smoke  which  poured  back  into  our  windows.  We  went  first  to  Valley 
county  which  we  didn’t  like  very  well.  Gum  had  heard  a  lot  about  Hays 
county  which  was  farther  west.  He  and  his  wife,  Ida,  came  over  one  even¬ 
ing  and  we  sat  up  most  all  night  talking  over  our  future  so  we  decided 
to  go  out  there  and  take  pre-emption  claims  of  180  acres  and  a  tree  claim 
of  180  acres  each.  In  the  fall  of  1885,  after  the  crops  were  made  and  stored 
in  dugouts  (our  homes)  we  three  families  went  out  to  Hays  County  and 
filed  our  claims  of  360  acres  each.  There  we  found  two  other  families  by 
the  name  of  Fisher  but  of  no  relation  to  us.  This  settlement  became  known 
as  the  Fisher  Community.  In  January  of  1886,  Harve  drove  his  team  of 
horses  back  two  hundred  miles  to  Valley  County  to  sell  our  grain  and 
property  there;  heavy  snows  and  blizzards  filled  the  roads  so  that  he 
wasn’t  able  to  get  back  to  us  until  April.  During  that  time,  the  children 
and  I  lived  on  corn  meal,  eggs  and  milk.  On  the  coldest  days,  I  put  the  cow 
and  chickens  in  the  dug-out  with  us. 

In  that  summer,  Covey  had  a  sunstroke  while  walking  home  from 
school  one  day.  His  spasms  and  continued  affliction  gave  us  much  con¬ 
cern. 
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It  was  in  this  dug-out,  our  pioneer  home  that  our  third  son  was  born, 
Nov.  11,  1887.  We  called  him  “Jimmy”  but  his  name  is  James  Harvey  in 
honor  of  his  father  and  grandfather  Fisher  and  also  Uncle  Gum  whose 
first  name  was  James.  The  next  summer  one  of  the  women  in  the  com¬ 
munity  became  ill  with  typhoid  fever  and  I  took  my  turn  in  helping  to 
care  for  her.  One  night  while  sitting  watch,  I  discovered  a  newspaper  in 
her  room  and  my  eyes  fell  on  an  advertisement  of  Florida;  telling  of  all 
its  beauty,  wonderful  climate,  rich  soil,  cheap  living  and  endless  opportuni¬ 
ties.  I  became  so  excited  that  I  could  hardly  wait  till  morning  so  that  I 


could  go  home  and  tell  Harve  about  this  “Land  of  Plenty,  Peace  and 
Happiness.”  At  breakfast  when  I  told  him,  he  too  became  very  excited  so 
I  sent  Lida,  who  was  about  10  years  old,  over  to  the  nearest  neighbor  who 
lived  a  mile  away  ask  if  they  had  one  of  those  newspapers  —  but  they, 
like  us,  did  not  afford  one,  so  I  sent  her  to  the  next  nearest  neighbor  who 
lived  two  miles  away  and  there  she  got  a  Chicago  Tribune  which  had  in 
it  the  alluring  ad.  I  pumped  a  pitcher  of  cool  water  and  with  the  paper 
in  the  other  hand,  I  hurried  out  to  the  field  where  Harve  was  plowing  and 
after  a  refreshing  drink,  he  read  for  himself  about  the  wonderful  “Land 
of  our  Dreams.”  By  late  fall,  arrangements  had  been  completed  for  our 
move  to  the  “Sunny  South.”  We  arrived  December  15,  1888,  in  Campville, 
Alachua  County,  Florida  on  the  first  train  into  the  state  after  the  quaran¬ 
tine  for  yellow  fever  had  been  lifted.  We  bought  seven  acres  of  land  with 
a  small  two  room  house  which  was  crudely  furnished  at  the  time.  The 
land  was  poor  with  plenty  of  sandspurs,  palmettos,  and  stumps  to  grub. 
We  cleared  it  and  put  out  a  nice  little  orange  grove  and  other  fruit  trees ; 
also  a  garden  as  was  our  custom  and  proceeded  to  learn  the  ways  of 
southern  farming  and  living. 

Campville  was  a  small  village  supported  mainly  by  a  brick  kiln  in¬ 
dustry  (owned  by  B.  F.  Camp)  where  Harve  and  little  boys  found  work 
to  help  keep  the  wolf  from  our  door. 

On  September  24,  1890  another  daughter  was  born  whom  we  named 
Maude  May.  Although  not  a  family  name,  we  thought  it  a  very  pretty 
combination  name  for  our  newest  baby  and  first  Florida  born. 

Our  little  farm  home  was  developing  very  nicely  until  the  early  spring; 
of  1892  when  a  severe  freeze  swept  the  state  and  killed  all  our  young 
trees  and  many  other  orange  groves  more  valuable  than  ours.  Harve 
worked  at  the  brickyard  from  daylight  to  dark  for  seventy-five  cents  a  day. 
My  folks  came  to  our  rescue  and  sent  a  hundred  dollars  to  buy  some  need¬ 
ed  clothes  and  a  trip  back  home  to  Indiana.  I  took  the  two  youngest  chil¬ 
dren  and  left  Lida  to  keep  house  for  her  father  and  the  boys,  Covey  and 
Charles.  Our  visit  was  a  very  pleasant  one  and  helped  to  lessen  the  worrv 
and  anxiety  over  the  prospect  of  the  oncoming  stork  and  another  mouth 
to  feed. 

The  following  Spring,  on  April  24,  1893,  the  stork  arrived  bring¬ 
ing  a  battered  and  broken  headed  infant.  About  twenty  minutes  later 
when  my  safety  seemed  assured.  Dr.  Curtis  and  Dr.  Vann  turned  their 
attention  to  the  apparently  lifeless  body  and  soon  she  began  squalling 
and  continued  at  intervals  for  years,  until  I  sometimes  wished  that  she 
had  never  breathed.  This  one  we  named  Susan  Florida ;  for  my  mother  and 
for  the  state  in  which  she  was  born. 

After  the  terrible  freeze,  the  Cleveland  panic  also  struck  the  country 
and  it  was  a  struggle  for  everyone  —  but  with  a  will  to  win  and  our  trust 
in  God,  we  toiled  away  at  our  daily  tasks. 

On  November  14,  1894,  Lida  was  married  and  went  to  establish  a  home 
of  her  own.  The  next  year  the  stork  had  a  race  for  our  homes  and 
arrived  at  her  place  December  13  with  a  bouncing  boy  named  Herbert 
Emmanuel,  and  at  our  home  the  day  after  Christmas  with  another  baby 
girl.  We  called  her  Sarah  Ruth.  Sarah  was  for  me  and  Ruth  was  for  the 
beautiful  Bible  character  of  the  same  name. 
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In  January,  1896  with  our  two  weeks  old  baby  in  my  arms,  I  sat  on 
top  of  the  load  of  household  goods  as  we  moved  to  a  little  farm  in  the 
Mounteoak  Community  which  was  about  fifteen  miles  from  Campville. 
Here  farming  was  better  and  Harve  with  the  boys  would  work  on  Satur¬ 
days  at  the  village  sawmill  and  cotton  gin  which  operated  in  season.  Harve 
also  ran  a  grits  mill  and  took  toll  in  grits  and  meal  which  was  a  main  part 
of  our  daily  diet.  He  also  did  some  brick  laying  at  odd  times.  All  in  all,  — 
we  were  doing  fine. 

The  nearest  school  to  our  Mounteoak  farm  was  three  miles  distant 
so  we  decided  to  buy  a  better  farm  which  was  about  two  miles  north  of 
the  Louise  School  and  one  mile  south  of  the  old  Fort  Holly  which  to  us 
was  only  a  ford  across  the  Santa  Fe  river.  We  built  our  home  here  as 
our  finances  would  allow,  and  in  the  summer  of  1898  we  moved  into  our 
new  home  which  consisted  of  the  customary  two  rooms  and  was  later 
added  to  with  a  kitchen-dining  room  and  front  porch. 

One  night  of  our  first  winter  there,  I  was  awakened  by  the  unusual 
screaming  of  the  train  whistle  that  prompted  me  to  look  out  of  the  window 
for  what  I  feared  was  an  alarm  for  help  to  rescue  some  farm  home  from 
a  forest  fire,  but  instead,  I  was  surprised  to  see  flakes  of  snow  falling  — 
a  very  uncommon  sight  to  Floridians.  There  wasn’t  much  of  it  but  enough 
for  the  children  to  remember  that  they  had  seen  some  real  snow. 

We  had  very  good  crops  of  corn,  cotton,  sugar  cane,  peanuts,  potatoes 
of  both  kinds  and  various  other  farm  products  for  the  cattle  and  hogs. 
A  herd  of  fine  goats  also  shared  a  good  living  on  this  80  acre  farm.  We  grew 
wonderful  vegetable  gardens  and  enjoyed  wild  blackberries,  blue  berries 
and  plums.  We  planted  many  different  kinds  of  fruit  trees,  grape  vines 
and  berries.  Harve  organized  a  Sunday  School  at  the  little  school  house 
which  we  attended  on  Sunday  afternoons.  Sunday  mornings  we  drove 
our  blind  mule  and  run-away  horse  four  miles  into  Waldo  and  attended 
Sunday  School  and  preaching.  Most  of  this  road  was  only  a  trail  which 
Harve  and  the  boys  had  cut  through  the  woods  —  but  ruts,  bumps,  stumps 
and  all  were  endured  and  we  felt  a  Spiritual  benefit  by  having  attended 
those  religious  services.  The  children,  not  being  used  to  wearing  shoes 
during  the  week,  could  hardly  wait  for  services  to  be  out  when  they  could 
be  in  the  wagon  and  get  their  shoes  off  and  scratch  their  ground-itch. 

We  didn’t  have  any  pictures  of  the  last  two  children  who  were  then 
seven  and  four  years  old  so  we  decided  on  a  day  when  there  was  a  carnival 
in  town.  We  got  up  early  and  started  on  our  eighteen  mile  trip  to  Gains- 
ville,  the  county  seat.  We  took  in  all  the  free  shows  and  the  boys  had  a 
little  spending  money  to  permit  them  to  attend  some  side  shows.  The  family 
pictures  were  made  and  the  day  far  advanced  when  we  got  together  for 
that  homeward  journey.  The  arc  lights  at  each  corner  of  the  court  house 
square  were  lighted  as  we  were  leaving  and  that  was  our  first  sight  of  the 
electric  lights,  and  that  was  marvelous  compared  to  the  lamp  posts  on 
the  streets  of  Waldo.  As  night  came  on,  it  began  to  rain;  the  little  chil¬ 
dren  all  lay  down  in  the  wagon  bed  and  covered  with  an  old  quilt.  While 
they  slept  and  dreamed  of  the  wonderful  sights  of  the  day,  Harve  and  I 
sat  on  the  old  spring  seat  and  guided  the  team  through  the  darkness  and 
the  rain.  Harve  and  the  boys’  best  suits  were  badly  shrunken  and  my 
face  was  streaked  with  black  where  my  new  hat  had  faded  from  the  down- 
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pour.  Such  was  a  well  remembered  trip  to  the  city. 

In  1900  we  decided  to  rent  out  the  farm  and  move  into  Waldo  so  that 
the  boys  could  attend  a  high  school  and  also  be  closer  for  the  little  girls 
to  walk.  I  operated  a  small  hotel  known  as  the  Renault  House.  Harve’s 
brick  work  was  in  more  demand  which  gave  him  an  opportunity  to  teach 
the  boys  the  trade  when  not  in  school.  In  the  summer  of  1902  we  moved 
back  to  Campville  while  Harve  worked  on  a  large  brick  kiln.  Covey  was 
a  good  assistant  when  well  enough.  Charles  went  to  Omaha,  Nebraska  to 
enter  business  college  with  his  cousin  John  Fisher.  Jim  spent  the  summer 
in  Tampa  working  in  a  large  bakery  for  a  change  of  scenery  and  also  for 
change  in  his  pockets. 

When  Harve’s  work  was  finished  on  the  kiln,  he  went  to  Gainesville 
where  he  found  plenty  of  brick  work  at  a  very  good  wage.  He  liked  the 
little  city.  There  was  a  seminary  for  the  boys  and  a  good  public  school  for 
the  girls  to  attend.  There  were  beautiful  churches  and  prohibition  had 
just  been  voted  in.  Truly  —  this  was  the  place  for  us  to  raise  our  family 
—  those  left  at  home.  By  the  time  that  school  was  to  open,  we  had  moved 
into  a  home  known  as  the  Coldham  place.  The  boys  came  home  and  entered 
the  Seminary  and  Covey  continued  to  help  his  father  in  the  chosen 
vocation. 

In  1905  we  sold  our  Fort  Holly  farm  and  bought  the  Steenburg  home 
on  the  corner  of  Grove  and  Cypress  Streets,  which  was  half  a  mile  closer 
to  town  and  only  a  mile  to  school.  Mrs.  Steenburg  had  recently  died  and 
their  only  daughter  was  an  unhappy  bride  and  shot  herself  in  another 
home.  Mr.  Steenburg  in  his  desperation  to  get  away  from  it  all,  sold  us  the 
place  fully  furnished  at  a  very  reasonable  price.  Their  misfortune  was  our 
gain  and  we  were  very  happy  to  possess  such  a  lovely  home.  Most  of  the 
furniture  was  solid  walnut  and  oak.  Some  pieces  were  marble  top.  There 
were  beautiful  lace  curtains,  chandeliers  with  sparkling  crystal  pendants, 
red  plush  upholstered  chairs  and  Japanese  matting  and  rugs  on  the  floors. 
An  expensive  player  piano  with  many  records.  The  yard  was  large  and 
planted  with  various  flowers  and  choice  shrubbery.  We  had  a  large  garden 
space  for  vegetables,  fruit  and  nut  trees  and  a  huge  grape  arbor,  a  large 
barn  and  buggy  house.  We  had  a  nice  rubber  tired  buggy  and  a  gentle 
horse  to  drive.  A  good  Jersey  cow  found  her  home  there.  Yes,  —  this  home 
far  surpassed  our  fondest  dreams  for  happiness. 

About  this  time  the  five  Seminaries  in  the  state  were  consolidated 
and  Gainesville  was  the  place  chosen  for  the  University  of  Florida.  Harve 
and  the  boys  helped  to  build  the  first  buildings  in  a  beautiful  woods  where 
the  children  had  often  played  and  picked  wild  flowers.  In  1908  Charles 
graduated  there  with  first  honor  and  continued  to  purse  his  course  in  the 
educational  world. 

My  parents  died  in  the  year  of  1909  and  with  my  share  of  their  estate, 
we  remodeled  the  home  and  invested  in  another  farm  near  Gainesville  — 
which  we  lost  a  few  years  later. 

Covey  contracted  typhoid  pneumonia  in  the  spring  of  1914  and  died 
March  the  ninth,  leaving  his  wife  and  two  children,  James  and  Esther. 

In  the  summer  of  1916,  Harve  and  I  went  to  Indiana  where  he  helped 
build  large  cement  homes  for  his  brothers,  Reece  and  Haskett.  We  later 
went  to  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan  to  join  Jim  and  family.  Susie  and  Ruth  also 
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were  there  for  a  short  while.  Harve  and  Jim  had  plenty  of  brick  work, 
but  Harve’s  health  failed  and  doctors  advised  him  to  retire  and  take  life 
easy.  In  1917,  went  back  to  Indiana  and  lived  among  some  of  our  relatives 
while  Harve  regained  some  of  his  health  and  strength. 

Ruth  resigned  her  position  as  chief  operator  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Co. 
in  Gainesville  and  came  back  to  Indiana  where  she  was  given  a  lovely 
wedding  at  the  home  of  Harve’s  youngest  sister,  Mrs.  Oscar  Wooley,  in  j- 
whose  home  we  were  staying.  She  and  Oscar  owned  a  large  country  home 
and  Harve  enjoyed  helping  with  various  light  chores  about  the  place.  I 
always  found  plenty  to  do  and  we  both  enjoyed  their  jolly  companionship.  ; 

The  next  year  we  rented  a  farm  from  Jim  Gray  which  was  in  the  j 
same  neighborhood  and  we  raised  rabbits  and  childrens ;  also  a  good  J 
garden.  Mr.  Gray  did  not  like  living  in  town  so  he  asked  for  the  farm  and 
offered  us  the  use  of  his  sister’s  farm  home  which  was  near  Harve’s 
fathers’  farm  now  occupied  by  one  of  Hasketts  boys  and  family. 

“Grandpa  Jim”  had  bought  this  farm  in  Cass  county  several  years 
ago  after  leaving  Benton  County.  He  was  now  90  years  of  age  and  had 
long  retired  and  was  living  with  his  second  wife,  (affectionately  known 
as  “Grandma  Jane”)  in  their  comfortable  little  home  in  Galveston.  She  was 
the  mother  of  Anna,  Haskett,  Reece  and  David  and  had  been  a  very  kindly 
mother  to  Harve  and  his  sister  Lida  and  two  brothers,  Benford  and  Gum  ( 
since  the  untimely  death  of  their  mother  when  Gum  was  a  baby.  Their  ; 
father  was  a  large  portly  man  and  a  good  manager.  The  Fishers  were  of  j 
German  descent  and  had  formerly  lived  in  Kentucky  before  migrating  to 
Indiana.  He  met  Harve’s  mother,  Ann  French,  at  a  Church  jubilee  one  night. 
She  fell  over  a  chair,  he  picked  her  up  and  fell  in  love  and  they  were 
promised  that  night !  She  inherited  a  large  acreage  of  land  and  they  man- 
aged  it  well,  until  sold  and  the  Cass  County  farm  was  purchased. 

Maude  and  two  boys,  Harvey  and  Lyman  were  visiting  us  in  July  of 
1919  and  because  of  various  home  duties,  I  did  not  go  to  town  with  Harve  as 
usual.  Mr.  Gray  furnished  us  with  a  young  horse  and  light  buggy  to  drive 
and  Harve  took  Pride  in  training  and  petting  the  handsome  and  spirited 
animal.  After  delivering  the  butter  and  eggs  and  getting  the  week’s  grocer¬ 
ies,  he  got  a  little  repair  work  done  on  the  harness  and  started  home.  On 
leaving  town,  munching  a  banana  which  was  his  favorite  fruit,  it  was 
evident  that  the  shafts  of  the  buggy  had  not  been  properly  fastened  in  the 
harness  and  the  buggy  had  rushed  upon  the  horse  as  they  descended  to¬ 
ward  Deer  Creek  and  caused  the  horse  to  become  frightened.  In  its  kicking 
and  running  away,  Harve  was  kicked  and  jerked  out  of  the  buggy  where 
he  fell  unconscious  by  the  way  side.  Finally,  in  a  semi-conscious  condition, 
he  crawled  a  little  way  toward  the  nearest  home  where  he  was  dis¬ 
covered  end  taken  in  and  a  doctor  called.  Because  of  the  seriousness  of 
his  condition,  we  took  him  to  the  home  of  his  sister  Anna  where  he  could 
receive  the  best  of  care. 

The  children  were  all  notified  and  Susie,  who  was  in  Nurses  Train¬ 
ing  School  in  Muncie,  Indiana,  arrived  first.  Ruth  and  family  came  from 
Detroit,  Charles  and  little  daughter,  Geneva,  came  from  Bradenton  where 
he  and  family  were  living.  Ruth  and  the  boys  were  too  far  away  to  arrive 
before  he  passed  away,  but  it  was  a  comfort  to  have  them  all  with  me 
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when  we  laid  his  body  body  to  rest  in  the  beautifully  landscaped  cemetery 
near  Galveston. 

Following  Harve’s  death,  I  sold  our  home  in  Gainesville  which  wt 
had  been  renting  out  and  I  am  making  my  home  among  the  children,  where 
I  am  tenderly  cared  for  during  my  declining  years.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  share 
their  joys  and  a  privilege  to  share  their  sorrows.  I  am  proud  of  my  sons 
and  daughters  and  their  lovely  children  and  grandchildren  and  great¬ 
grandchildren  which  God  has  permitted  me  to  live  and  to  know. 

This  September  1,  1937  I  am  eighty-one  years  old  and  the  sun  is  sink¬ 
ing  low  beyond  the  horizon  of  life.  I  know  that  I  soon  shall  enter  into  that 
Home  Eternal  and  join  with  my  Maker  and  the  loved  ones  who  have  gone 
on  before. 

On  September  17,  1937  the  last  paragraph  was  consummated  and  the 
body  of  Sarah  Ann  Fix  Fisher  was  laid  to  rest  by  the  side  of  her  first  and 
only  lover,  Harvey  Allen  Fisher.

Killed  in  Jet!  Funeral  services  for  Capt  Philip  Ray  Fisher,  an  Air 
Force  pilot  killed  in  a  jet  crash  in  Missouri,  will  be  held  in  Miami

Capt.  Fisher,  38,  son  of  Mrs.  Charles  M.  Fisher  of  1244  S.  W.  13th 
Court,  was  killed  Wednesday  near  Perrin,  Mo.,  when  the  B47  he  was 
piloting  ran  into  severe  air  turbulence.  Capt.  Fisher  ordered  the 
crew  to  bail  out.

The  ancestors  of  Susanna  (Leininger)  Fix  who  married  Charles  Fix, 
entered  for  the  benefit  of  descendants  for  the  Rev.  War.  Record  of  emigant 
Johann  Jacob  Leininger.  The  name  of  Leininger  is  inseparably  connected 
with  the  best  interest  of  that  section  of  Berks  County  comprising  the 
towmship  of  Cumru,  all  bear  high  reputation  for  industry  and  integrity, 
and  all  have  proved  themselves  worthy  as  intellgent,  progressive  and 
useful  citizens. 

(1.)  (Johann)  Jacob  Leininger  came  to  America  on  the  ship  “Phoenix.” 
John  Mason,  commander,  landing  at  Philadelphia  Aug.  28,  1750,  and 
became  the  founder  of  an  honored  family  of  Berks  County,  Pa.  In  1759  he 
was  a  land  owner  and  taxpayer.  These  taxes  amounting  to  $5  in  Heidelberg 
Township,  Berks  County.  Tradition  says  that  he  was  a  young  man  when 
he  emigated  and  married  in  Heidelberg  Township.  The  following  record 
taken  from  Historical  Society,  Reading,  Pa.  page  243,  Vol.  6,  3rd  series, 
Pennsylvania  Archives. 

“Jacob  Leininger  (Leninger)  paid  a  fine  for  being  absent  at  Militia 
Call,  as  a  member  of  Captain  Bretz’s  Company,  6th  Battalion,  Berks  Co. 
Militia,  sometime  between  1777-1779.”  Among  his  children  was  a  son 
Daniel. 

11.  Daniel  Leininger,  son  of  the  emigrant  was  born  Feb.  27,  1780, 
and  became  a  well  known  farmer  in  Spring  Towship,  ear  Gouglersville. 
There  he  died  Aug.  29,  1860,  age  80  years  six  months  and  two  da^s,  and 
buried  in  the  Cemetery  at  that  place.  He  was  twice  married,  his  first 
wife  was  Margaret  Hornberger,  and  his  second,  Hannah  Texter.  To  his 
first  marriage  were  born  5  children ;  John,  (record)  George,  who  lived  at 
Fritztown;  Daniel,  who  lived  near  Fritztown;  Kate  who  married  Adam 
Weiler;  and  Polly  who  married  David  Gentz. 

The  children  of  the  second  marriage  to  Hannah  Texter  ;  Susanna 
married  Charles  Fix  and  moved  to  Indiana ;  Sarah  married  Samuel 
Kegerise,  and  moved  West;  Hannah  and  Joseph  T.  were  twins,  of  whom 
the  former  was  married  to  Moses  Stamm;  the  latter  became  the  father 
of  George  H.  and  Mrs.  Albert  G.  Leininger;  Ann  was  married  to  Rev. 
John  Seyfrit  of  Alentown,  Pa. ;  and  Jacob  went  to  Missouri  and  there 
was  married,  afterwards  going  to  California. 

1.  John  Leininger,  eldest  son  of  Daniel  and  Margaret  Hornberger, 
born  Aug.  31,  1804  Spring  Township,  Berks  Co.  Pa.  died  March  18,  1873  at 
Mohnton,  Pa.  age  68  years  5  mo.  and  18  days.  Married  Annie  Dechart,  born 
April  3,  1814,  died  April  5,  1885,  age  71  years,  and  2  days.  Both  are  buried 
in  Mohnton  Cemetery.  His  religious  faith  was  that  of  the  Evangelical 
Church  and  owner  of  a  small  tract  of  land.  To  this  union  were  born  nine 
children.  Isaac;  James;  (record)  ;  Daniel;  John  D;  Elijah;  Henry;  Katie; 
Annie  and  Joseph. 

1.  Isaac  Leininger,  who  married  Elizabeth  Henne,  and  lived  at  Flat 
Rock,  Ohio,  where  he  died  in  1906. 

2.  James  Leininger,  born  1837  in  Cumru  Township  Berks  Co.  Pa.  and 
died  in  1879.  He  married  Lydia  A.  Grill  born  in  1839,  a  daughter  of 
Catherine  (Mohn)  Grill.  She  died  in  1894.  In  his  young  days  he  was  a 
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miller  by  trade,  but  eventually  settled  down  to  farming  and  was  thus 
engaged  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Owning  a  Tract  of  fine  land  and  was 
one  of  the  substantial  men  of  his  neighborhood.  James  and  wife  Lydia 
and  his  family  were  all  members  and  faithful  supporters  of  the  Mohn- 
ton  Evangelical  Church,  and  in  the  grave  yard  adjoining,  both  are 
buried.  Parents  of  four  children:  Arabella;  Isaac  G. ;  William  G. ;  and 
Albert  G.,  owner  of  the  Leininger  homestead. 

1.  Arabella,  who  married  John  J.  Eshelman,  a  cigar  manufactor  of 
Mohnton. 

2.  Isaac  G.  Leininger,  born  Oct.  14,  1860  on  his  father’s  farm  in  Cumru. 
Married  July  26,  1881,  to  Alice  H.  Fry,  born  May  19,  1868  a  daughter 
of  James  and  Hannah  (Heberling)  Fry.  Isaac,  a  successful  contractor 
and  builder  at  Edison,  Pa.;  where  he  was  one  of  the  first  residents. 
When  16  years  of  age,  he  learned  the  hatters  trade  under  the  George 
IJendel  Co.,  and  this  he  followed  for  a  period  of  sixteen  years.  In 
November,  1893  with  Albert  Tobias,  he  erected  the  first  dwelling  in 
Edison,  a  two  story  double  frame  house.  In  1894  he  engaged  in  the 
butcher  business  for  thirteen  years.  He  had  a  stand  in  the  Bingaman 
Street  market  in  Reading,  Pa.  In  1903  he  began  contracting  and 
up  to  the  present  (1909)  has  erected  seventy-five  houses.  In  1893 
he  erected  the  fine  residence  which  he  elaborately  finished  with¬ 
in,  and  the  lawn  kept  in  perfect  condition.  From  1893  to  1901,  he  con¬ 
ducted  a  general  store  his  own  building,  owning  considerable  property 
including  eleven  houses  at  Edison,  and  a  farm  of  fifty  five  acres  on 
the  road  leading  from  Gouglersville  to  Vinemont.  In  1904  he  erected 
a  Swiss  barn  45  by  55  feet.  He  also  deals  in  horses  and  interested  in 
various  enterprises.  He  and  his  family  attended  the  United  Evangelical 
Church  of  Edison.  This  union  were  six  children,  one  son  and  5  daugh¬ 
ters.  Nora;  Carrie;  Alma;  James;  Naomi;  Elsie. 

3.  William  G.  Leininger,  born  Dec.  27,  1863  in  Cumru,  Co.  a  son  of 
James  and  Lydia  (Grill)  Leininger,  married  July  3,  1885  to  Agnes  H. 
Behm,  daughter  of  Adam  and  Elizabeth  Behm.  He  was  head  one  of 
one  of  the  leading  industrial  plants  at  Mohnton,  with  a  branch  at 
Fritztown.  He  passed  his  boyhood  and  youth  in  attendance  at  the 
district  school  and  in  helping  about  on  the  farm.  At  the  age  of  18, 
he  left  home  to  familiarize  himself  with  hat  finishing  trade,  working 
under  John  Hendel  &  son  of  Reading.  For  fourteen  years  this  business 
engrossed  his  attention,  then  in  1895,  he  engaged  in  a  mercantile 
enterprise  for  Mohnton.  Two  years  later  he  discontinued  this  and  for 
eight  months  tried  the  broom  manufacturing.  In  March  1896,  he  went 
into  partnership  with  George  H.  Leininger  (cousin,  son  of  Joseph  T, 
Leininger  of  Daniel)  under  the  firm  name  of  the  Industrial  Hosiery 
Mills,  of  Mohnton.  So  successful  were  they  and  so  ready  a  demand 
was  found  for  their  goods  that  they  agreed  to  separate  and  establish 
two  distinct  plants  for  the  manufacture  of  hosiery,  this  firm  was 
dissolved  Nov.  1,  1898.  The  preceding  year  he  erected  a  factory  28  by 
70  feet,  three  stories  high,  and  seventy  five  hands  are  employed, 


turning  out  some  450  dozen  pairs  a  day.  On  Jan.  1,  1907,  he  established 
a  branch  at  Fritztown.  Known  as  the  William  G.  Leininger  Hosiery 
Factory,  the  goods  are  all  of  excellent  quality  and  find  a  ready  market 
in  all  parts  of  the  United  States  and  Sandwich  Island.  He  was  also 
instrumental  in  establishing  the  Steffy  Music  and  Furniture  Co.  of 
which  he  was  treasurer.  His  other  business  required  his  entire  at¬ 
tention,  so  withdrew  from  this  concern  Jan.  1,  1906.  He  assisted  in 
organizing  the  Mohnton  National  Bank,  elected  a  director  thereof. 
He  was  elected  a  member  of  the  first  borough  council  of  Mohnton, 
active  member  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  Lodge,  no.  485,  Knights  of 
the  Golden  Eagle  and  the  Modern  Woodmen.  He  and  family  are  all 
members  of  the  Zion’s  United  Evangelical  Church  of  which  he  has 
been  a  trustee  since  1892.  Parents  of  four  daughters ;  Bessie ;  B. 
Luella  B.,  who  married  John  E.  Grimes,  of  Mohnton,  and  has  one 
daughter  Marguerite  Elizabeth ;  Stella  B. ;  and  Edna  B. 

4.  Albert  G.  Leininger,  youngest  son  of  James  &  Lydia  (Grill)  Leining¬ 
er  born  June  30,  1866  in  Cumru  Co.,  obtained  a  limited  education  in 
public  schools,  married  May  15,  1885  to  Mary  H.  Leininger,  a  daughter 
of  Joseph  T.  and  Rebecca  Leininger  in  Spring  Township.  As  a  child 
he  desired  to  study  medicine,  and  when  about  13  years  old  his  father 
died  in  the  prime  of  life,  this  ended  his  school  career.  For  many 
years  he  supported  and  cared  for  his  aged  and  helpless  mother  and 
grandmother.  He  was  inclined  toward  nature,  loved  the  soil,  the  huge, 
beautiful  trees  which  covered  the  hillside,  a  picturesque  valley  of 
his  home.  So  in  the  spring  of  1888,  he  purchased  the  old  Leininger 
Homestead.  A  new  house  was  erected  in  1893,  together  with  agricul¬ 
ture,  with  the  help  of  his  family,  carried  on  a  successful  dairy,  re¬ 
tailing  milk  and  truck  at  Reading,  and  Shillington.  His  fraternal  con¬ 
nections  are  with  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  (Lodge  No.  485),  Knights 
of  the  Golden  Eagle,  (Castle  No.  137)  both  of  Mohnton,  all  his  family 
are  loyal  members  of  Zion’s  United  Evangelical  Church.  To  this  union 
were  born  six  children;  Martha  L. ;  who  attended  Albright  College, 
being  a  graduating  member  of  the  class  of  1909,  and  later  took  up 
medical  work ;  Katie  and  Laura,  who  died  at  an  early  age ;  Robert  R. ; 
who  is  continuing  the  work  on  the  farm ;  Albert  A.  and  Rebecca,  pre¬ 
paring  for  College.  They  have  enjoyed  the  freedom  of  the  country, 
the  old  Homestead,  and  the  pets  which  they  found  in  the  animals  for 
which  they  cared. 

3.  Daniel  Leininger,  son  of  John  and  Annie  (Dechart)  Leininger,  who 
married  Mary  Gilbert  and  lived  in  Flat  Rock,  Ohio. 

4.  John  D.  Leininger,  son  of  John  and  Annie  (Dechart)  Leininger,  born 
Au£.  29,  1842  in  Mohnton,  where  the  new  Hotel  Mohnton  now  stands. 
Married  Mar.  5,  1868  to  Mary  Strunk,  daughter  of  George  and  Mary 
(Yocum)  Strunk.  When  25  years  age  he  learned  the  hatter’s  trade, 
which  he  followed  for  18  years.  He  served  during  the  Civil  War,  on  the 
Union  side.  His  Social  relations  are  Knights  of  Pythias,  Lodge  No.  485, 
and  the  Sr.  O,  U,  A,  M.,  both  of  Mohnton.  He  and  his  family  attended 
the  Zion’s  Evangelical  Church,  in  which  he  was  assistant  class-leader 
of  Class  No.  1  for  many  years.  To  this  union  six  children  Howard  S., 
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(Record)  who  married  Annie  Sheneman;  Frank  S.,  who  married  Nora 
Aulenback;  Emma,  who  died  in  infancy;  Lizzie,  who  died  at  age  of  16 
years ;  Maggie,  at  home ;  Annie  at  home. 

1.  Howard  S.  Leininger,  born  Dec.  26,  1868  in  Cumru  Township,  the 
elder  son  of  John  D.  and  Mary  (Strunk)  Leininger,  married  Annie 
Sheneman,  daughter  of  Lewis  and  Harriet  (Strunk)  Sheneman,  of 
Cumru  Township.  He  attended  the  schools  at  Mohnton,  and  his  first 
work  was  at  the  hatters'  trade,  which  he  followed  for  ten  years.  The 
following  two  years  he  spent  in  farming,  and  in  1889,  he  began  for 
himself.  He  owned  three  tracts  of  land  in  Cumru,  consisting  of  about 
100  acres  of  good,  productive  soil.  He  is  extensively  engaged  in  hauling 
in  the  surrounding  country,  as  well  as  in  Reading,  having  22  head  of 
horses,  and  44  wagons.  He  engaged  in  the  coal  business  in  1898  where 
he  purchased  his  supply  from  the  Reading  dealers,  but  in  1901  he 
began  to  buy  by  the  carload  and  the  first  man  to  engage  in  this  line 
in  the  new  borough  of  Mohnton.  He  has  won  the  honorable  position, 
by  thrift  and  industry,  with  his  family  he  belongs  to  Zion's  United 
Evangelical  Church,  and  his  fraternal  connections  are  with  Camp  No. 
211.  P.  0.  S.  of  A.  and  Knights  of  Golden  Eagle,  (Castle  No.  137),  of 
A.,  at  Mohnton.  They  have  one  son  Elmer,  who  assists  his  father  in 
business,  and  are  highly  esteemed  by  all  who  knew  them.

Married 
in  1853  to  Rebecca  Hoyer,  daughter  of  Peter  and  Rebecca  (Luft)  Hoyer, 
born  Mar.  30,  1829.  By  trade  he  was  a  carpenter,  learned  in  his  youth, 
and  which  he  followed  for  6  years.  In  1869  he  purchased  a  farm  at  Mohn’s 
Hill,  on  which  he  lived  until  1884.  Retiring  he  built  a  home  on  this 
property  into  which  he  moved  in  1885,  and  did  some  work  at  farming  and 
trucking,  largely  for  pastime.  He  was  very  prosperous,  and  was  esteemed 
a  very  good  citizen.  For  many  years  he  was  trustee  and  class-leader  in  the 
church  of  the  Evangelical  Association  at  that  place,  of  which  he  was  a 
liberal  supporter  and  a  regular  communicant.

Co.,  a  son  of  Joseph  T.  and  Rebecca  (Hoyer)  Leininger.  President  of  the 
Mohnton  National  Bank.  Married  Sept.  13,  1884  to  Ella  S  Mohn,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Samuel  K.  and  Susanna  (Spatz)  Mohn.  He  left  school  early  to 
work  on  his  fathers  farm,  but  he  was  an  excellent  student  and  secured 
a  fair  education  in  the  local  schools.  Assisting  his  father  until  1880,  he 
then  worked  2  years  at  cigar-making  trade.  In  1882  he  established  the 
cigar  business  for  himself  at  Mohn’s  Hill,  and  continued  there  for  3 
years,  thence  moving^to  Mohnsville,  now  Mohnton,  continued  this  busi¬ 
ness  until  1897.  In  March  1896  he  formed  a  partnership  with  William 
G.  Leininger  (a  son  of  James)  for  the  manufacture  of  seamless  hosiery, 
which  business  they  continued  for  2  and  *4  years.  On  Nov.  1,  1898,  they 
dissolved  partnership  and  each  continued  on  his  own  account.  The  firm 
name  of  Industrial  Hosiery  Mills  was  retained  by  George  H.,  employing 
70  hands.  Here  are  the  main  offices  of  several  mills  established  later, 
which  have  a  combined  capacity  of  10,000  pairs  of  hosiery  daily.  In  1903 
he  went  in  partnership  with  his  brother  Charles  H.,  starting  a  hosiery 
mill  at  Mohn’s  Hill,  Vinemont,  and  in  1904  started  a  branch  mill,  at 
Ephrata,  Lancaster,  Co.,  in  charge  of  a  brother-in-law,  John  A.  Bohler. 
George  H.  Leininger  has  brought  to  his  work  the  qualities  surest  to  sell 
in  business  and  has  been  unmistakeable  and  well  deserved.  He  and  his 
family  are  members  of  the  Zion’s  Evangelical  Church  of  Mohnton  where 
he  is  a  class-leader  and  trustee.  Since  1899  he  has  been  superintendent 
of  the  Sunday  School  of  520  members,  giving  freely  of  his  time  and 
money  to  the  church.  To  this  union  were  born  5  children;  Wellington, 
born  Mar.  3,  1886,  who  was  graduated  from  Allbright  College  in  1907, 
and  later  entered  Harvard  University  at  Boston,  taking  a  post-grauate 
course;  Charles  M.,  born  Feb.  24,  1888,  a  graduate  of  Schuylkill  Semin¬ 
ary,  of  the  class  of  1910,  Haverford  College:  Beulah,  born  Jan.  2,  1891: 
E.  Mae,  born  May  5,  1893 ;  George  D.,  born  April  16,  1898,  and  died  Dec. 
17,  1900.
